‘no’ strategy was developed in 1976 as part of a program to help 
adolescents resist cigarette smoking. It was later extended to 
alcohol and drugs. @ As weall know, ithas since become Nancy's 
favorite “idea,” a slogan that flies out of her mouth every time the 
question of cutbacks in government funding for drug abuse- 
prevention is asked. “The original program does help teenagers 
resist peer pressure, but it doesn’t affect other, more subtle fac- 
tors,” said Dr. Evans, implying that mere sloganeering was hardly 
informative or even practically useful. @ Nancy's slogan should 
be, “Just Say We Don’t Know What We're Talking About.”

The pots 
trap roots and encourage secondary 
tips. The result? Larger, faster- 
growing plants. “Imperial” pots also 
Prevent root circling, but instead of 
ridges they have pyramid-shaped 
steps. I-AAA is a synthetic rooting 
hormone that induces female plant 
flowering. Used in the Sea of Green 
method, it produces buds very 
quickly.

or whatever he was looking for. (4) From those one or two plants, all of the seeds were PLANTED and from the resulting ten 

thousand plants, only one or two would be (5) SELECTED that further developed more of the desired characteristic. This 
process of planting and selection would be repeated as often as necessary from a few generations to hundreds of generations 
until Mr. Burbank would release the final seed stock to the rest of the world. 

Mr. Burbank grafted one hundred different types of apple branches onto a single apple tree and cach branch bore a com 
pletely different fruit the first year for his personal selection. Inventing this grafting technique, he squeezed thousands of years 
of research into a few. The results of his work, from potatoes to apples to EVERY domesticated fruit, vegetable or flower, are what we grow today. 

The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con- 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution" from which all HYDRO- 
PONICS are based. Although a brilliant botanist, Dr. Hoagland was interested in only one thing, the BIO-MASS (size and 
weight) of the TOMATO produced hydroponically. Working under the scientific assumptions of the early 1900s, Dr. Hoag- 
land's world assumed four things 

A. Plants had a life cycle leading to death. WE NOW KNOW plants have a very different way of achieving a life and death 
‘cle than does the hi in being. Humans are more genetically structured toward their life and death cycle than plants. Plants 
allow environmental factors to control not only their life and death cycle but their sex as well: Such things as (1) “PHOTO- 
PERIOD” (length of time under light and dark), (2) “THERMO-PERIOD" (length of time under temperature variation), and 
most importantly (3) “NUTRIENT PERIOD" (length of time under a given nutrient configuration). 

B. Maximum SIZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (¢) fruit known as the “root to shoot to fruit ratio" 
was the absolute goal. WE NOW KNOW the “root to shoot to fruit ratio” is a fallacy. There is no such thing. While keeping 
the fruit exactly the same size as normal, both the root (below the soil) and the shoot (above the soil) can be minimized. And by reducing the inter-nodal 
lengths* (distance between the budding sites from an average of 6 inches to less than 1 inch), the number of the normal sized fruit will increase to thousands 
per plant. (*Footnote: See inter-nodal length graph in “The Garden” brochure.) 

C. Plant “lush feeding” of excess nutrients meant nothing. WE NOW KNOW plant “lush feeding” kills the plant. The basis of the hydroponic method is 
that @ fresh, nutrient supply be pumped in while the used nutrient supply drains out. This allows the plant to absorb excess amounts of calcium. If allowed, 
the plant will absorb 10 times what it quires of calcium to the eaclusion of other more bene cial nutrients like N, P, Ry Mg, Na, Cl, ete. Too much catclumi 
and the plant gets GARDENING OF THE ARTERIES and dies after one seasonal growth period, 

D. An aquacous (water) based system without a “buffer’” (soil having a ca ion exchange capacity, C.E.C.) was best. WE NOW KNOW an aquaeous (water) 
based nutrient solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “water root’—a thick, fleshy root that has layered it- 
self with “fat” to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surface area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the roots are buffered 
against excess concentrations by a soil medium. 

WE NOW KNOW that the soil mediums used by Dr. Hoagland, such as perlite vermiculite, and sand have no buffering action or “CATION E XCHANGE 
CAPACITY” (C.E.C.). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of a soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu- * 
tion. The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows it to produce thousands more root structures, producing thou: 
sands more square inches of root surface area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster frowth. 

The early 1900s did not have the advanced technology of 1986. Equipment for testing nutrient solutions and plant tissue such as the gas-liquid chrom- 
otographic assay (GLC), Thin-Layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available. 

With the aid of the computer since 1951, the medical profession by comparison has advanced in the last 30 years more than in the preceding 2,000 years.

So we had chamber pots 
and pisspots. One property of 
pisspots that everybody rec- 
ognized was that you didn't 
leave them standing longer 
than say, six hours. Because 
even in an unheated upstairs 
bedroom, in a north country 
| winter, where the piss is 
| nearly ‘at freezing tempera- 
| 


ture, it turns real bad real fast 
out on the shelf, All of a sud- 
den, whenit’s maybe a half-day 
old or so, it'll start to stink to 
high heaven, and also turn real 
cloudy and dark. I didn’t know 
the reason at the time, but 
when I came to study this me- 
lanin business a couple years 
ago, it was explained. The rea- 
son urine gets darker as it sits 
on the shelf is that all those he- 
patic and renal melanin frag- 


ments in it gradually 
reconstitute themselves. It’s 
called the melanin-reconstitu- 
tion phenomenon, and it's very 
well known to clinicians who 
test urine to diagnose kidney 
and liver diseases. 

Q. Soif the lab doesn’t test 
the urine sample while it’s 
fresh, they'll be likely to 
get false positives for 
THC, because the melanin 
content rises all by itself 
while the sample sits on 
the shelf? 

A. Yeah, the likelihood of an in- 
dividual false pot positive rises 
terrifically, the longer the sam- 
ple sits on the shelf. Other 
people have noticed this, and 
put it down on paper. Dr. Byron 
Finkle, at the University of 
Utah's Center for Human Toxi- 
cology, gave expert witness 
testimony in a 1983 military 
case about how a whole big 
batch of servicepeople’s sam- 
ples which had originally tested 
negative for any drug were re- 
tested, after about 18 hours on 
the shelf, and turned out to be 
positive for “THC” according 
to those fucking machines. 


And Dr. John Whiting, who 
used to run the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology in 
Washington, now he’s testify- 
ing to exactly the same thing. 
He somehow never thought to 
mention it when he was run- 
ning AFIP, but now that Whit- 
ing’s safely in the private 
sector, running a corporate- 
consulting outfit in Gaithers- 
burg, Maryland, called 
ToxiChem Laboratories, Whit- 
ing will cop to it finally: when 
you leave piss samples be for 
around 12 to 18 hours, they go 
from negative for anything to 
positive for THC. And it's be- 
cause the melanin fragments 
re-combine, and the sample 
turns cloudy and goes all 
stinky, all of a sudden. You can 
piss out the purest, clearest, 
whitest urine in the world, and 
just half an hour later it'll be 
yellow, straw colored. And 
seven hours later it'll turn 
cloudy brown and commence 
to stink. And if you leave it 
much longer, it'll turn damn- 
near ink black. It'll happen if 
you're as Caucasian as I am, 
and there ain't no touch of the

tarbrush in me, And I don’t 
have any kidney or liver dis- 
eases either. God has actually 
been very good to me, for 
some reason. ...

Q. But why does melanin 
cross-react with THC spe- 
cifically, and not with 
other drugs? 

A. Mainly I think that’s be- 
cause THC’s the only drug 
anyone's looked at yet as a pos- 
sible melanin cross-reactant. 
‘The original proponent of the 
melanin theory was Dr. James 
Woodford of Atlanta. He con- 
ceived it around 1983, when he 
suddenly wound up giving all 
this expert-witness testimony 
in military piss-test cases all 
over the country. Woodford’s a 
really accomplished courtroom 
chemist, because he not only 
can give really enchanting sci- 
entific testimony, but he’s had 
plenty of hands-on technical 
experience with real forensic 
drug-analysis equipment, like 
gas chromatography-mass 


spectrometry. The Georgia | 
Regional DEA contracts out | 
their evidence-dope testing to 
Woodford because he’s the 
only dope chemist in North 
Georgia who knows how torun | 
the real machinery. 

Anyway, after the Defense 
Department's Judge Advocate 
General’s Office picked up 
Woodford as a full-time expert 
witness in piss-test discipli- 
nary proceedings, Woodford 
was flummoxed when he saw 
this huge number of black ser- 
vicepeople pulling dope posi- 
tives. Positives on black 
people were way out of propor- 
tion with positives on whites. | 
In the long run, of course, 
Woodford concluded that was 
pretty obviously due to the fact 
that mainly lower-rank people 
were really getting tested, and 
there's a much higher propor- 
tion of blacks to whites in the 
enlisted ranks than in the non- 
com and officer ranks. Be- 
cause racism is a fact of life, 
and not just in the American | 
armed services. 

Butat the start, when Young 
Doctor Woodford went looking 


for a nice, clean biochemical 
reason for this apparent race 
discrepancy, of course he 
looked at melanin, What he di 
covered was bizarre. When 
urine’s left standing on the 
shelf for just a little while, the 
melanin sort of clumps back to- 
gether—it agglutinates, re- 
combines, becomes itself again 
and turns the urine a real dark 
brown, nearly inky black. 
That's because basically, on 
a chemical, isomeric level, me- 
lanin is sticky. It's a carboxylic- 
acid compound, and they tend | 
tobe sticky. And THC is also a | 
carboxylic-acid compound. It’s 
dark in its natural, plant-de- | 
rived state, and sticky as all 
hell. Imean, you ever see any | 
hash oil? Hash oil is this tarry, | 
dark, burnt-umber, viscous 
gunk that sticks to everything, 
right? When Woodford got 
some samples of concentrated 
human melanin for testing in 
’83, it blew his mind how the 
stuff was so identical in all its 
physical properties to all the 
hash-oil samples he'd tested 
for the DEA over the years. It | 
even sticks to the glassware, 


leaves brown smears on it, like 
hash oil does. Thick and sticky 
as blackstrap molasses, that’s 
melanin, and hash oil too. Be- 
cause they're both basically 

carboxylic-acid compounds. 
Now the EMIT and Abu- 
screen urine screening tests, 
they're the basic commercial 
screening tests for drugs. 
Pieces of shit! When they say 
they're looking for “THC,” 
these piece-of-shit immunoas- 
‘says are really only looking for 
carboxylic-acid compounds. So 
anyone who's got carboxylic- 
acid compounds in their urine, 
THC or melanin or ibupro- 
fen—that's fucking Advil, a 
carboxylic-acid analgesic— 
comes up positive for “pot” on 
these immunoassays. It’s just 
one among a million reasons 
why employers are supposed 
to have any EMIT or 
Abuscreen “positives” re- 
tested by gas chromatogra- 
phy-mass spectrometry. But 
most employers don’t bother 
with the GC-Mass Spec part, 
of course, because there’s no 
Jaw that says they have to pay

Q. I've read where me- 
lanin will cross-react on 
the GCMS confirmation 
tests, too. Is that true? 

A. Hey, you know GCMS? 

Q.A little. It was about 
the only thing in chemistry 
I could get really inter- 
ested in. 

A. Oh, it’s pretty. Isn’t it beau- 
tiful? But yeah, when it comes 
to melanin, even GCMS can 
screw up if the operator 
doesn’t run the machine just 
right.

one by one, the lightest mole- 
cules first and then the heavier 
molecules, into the detection 
chamber. Now, if the com- 
pound is THC, the molecules 
will always poop out in the 
same sequence, and the detec- 
tor unit—the mass spectrome- 
try part—will give you the 
| volume of molecules that al- 

ways eleute at each particular 


point in the sequence. So it'll 
print out something like an 
EEG chart, with a lot of taller 
and shorter spikes rising out of 
| the baseline background fuzz, 
or noise. And THC always has 
| five or six especially conspicu- 
ous and handsome ion peaks in 
its Mass Spec “fingerprint,” all 
in their appropriate places 
along the baseline, no matter 
what other peaks might show 
up elsewhere, contributed by 
| any garbage in the original 
compound that was not THC. 
Q. That’s exactly the way 
our graduate chemistry in- 
structor explained it. He 
even used THC as the 
model chromatogram. 
He’s a maniac about GCMS 
too. 

A. Yeah, I'll probably wind up 
consulting with his criminal-de- 
fense lawyers the first time he 
gets busted for synthesizing 
MDMA. Damn crazy young 
| university tech-heads.... 
Anyhow, this GCMS pro- 


cess is so reliable, and the 
‘THC fingerprint is so distinc- 
tive and well established, that 
most labs don’t even bother 
printing out and examining the 
whole mass spectrum of sus- 
pected marijuana compounds 
any more, with all 70-some 
THC spikes in it. Instead they 
use S.LM., Selected Ion Mon- 
itoring, because it saves hours 
of expensive operator time. 
They'll just select three or 
four characteristic “THC” ion 
peaks, depending on which 
sort of synthetic THC deriva- 
tive they're running as the con- 
trol-comparison sample. No 
matter which derivative 
they're using, the basic spike 
they invariably look at occurs 
in the 372 ion channel. Be- 
cause you always get a good 
salient spike over the 372 ion 
channel with THC. But what 
other carboxylic-acid-based or- 
ganic compound in nature also 
gives you a big handsome peak

Pot Prohibition Leads to Law Abuse

uch of our current administra- 

tion’s “war on drugs” rhetoric 

deals with the theme that we 
must keep prohibition in order to save our 
children. While | agree that minors should not 
Use marijuana or other nonmedicinal drugs, | 
have problems with prohibition as a solution. 
‘Two recent case histories are good examples 
of why. In both cases the authorities acted out 
of “concer” for the welfare of adolescents, 
and in both cases that concern was directed 
towards a prohibition solution—one that is 
doomed to failure because it all too often 
leads to the abuse of civil liberties. 

Last year, when a young teenage girl from 
California turned in her parents to the po- 
lice, she received national headlines and the 
praises of the First Lady, Nancy Reagan. 
The concept of children turning in their 
parents to the authorities, acommon practice 
in Nazi Germany, was once again reborn in 
Western society. 

When Deenna Young turned in her 
parents, the police found quantities of cocaine 
that were larger than mere “possession” 
amounts. Allegedly, her parents had been ad- 
dicted to coke for some time and were get- 
ting drawn further into a distribution 
network. Despite assurances, the teenager 
was separated from her parents for a period 
of time, but they eventually faced less serious 


charges than could have been pressed. If her 
parents had been sent to jail it wouldn't have 
fit in too well with the message, “Kids, turn 
in your parents to save them.” 

in the first case, | have received a letter 
from some parents in a western state who 
were not so lucky as to receive the benevo- 
lence of the state—because they were not in 
the glare of the camera's eyes. When their 
16-year-old asked for permisison to leave 
home to find herself they did what most 
parents would do: they said no. Some time 
later both state and federal drug officials 
burst into their home to arrest them. They 
found only the one marijuana plant that the 
parents kept for their own use, but interro- 
gated them for days asking about cocaine. It 
turned out that their daughter, dissatisfied 
with her parent’s denial of permission to 
leave home, had told the police that her 
parents were big-time users and sellers of co- 
caine. 

The parents were rather surprised by the 
cocaine allegations, for they never used the 
substance, choosing instead to use mari- 
juana. After several days of interrogation 
the authorities were convinced that the 
parents weren't the big-time dealers they'd 
hoped. After piling up thousands of dollars in 
legal expenses, the mother was given proba- 
tion, the father lost his job and served a year 
in jail, and the teenager got her wish and was 
removed from the home. 

Last November in Tennessee a similar con- 
cern for drugs around kids led to a similar 


ers’ money and police time. The taxpayers of 
that western state shelled out at least 
$20,000 to prosecute and jail those parents. 
‘And the taxpayers in Tennessee saw their po- 
lice spend time on a three-day undercover 
sting that turned up about as much as the un- 
covering of Al Capone's vault on Geraldo 
Rivera’s TV special: nothing. 

In both cases common sense was thrown 
‘out the window, and an abuse of power was 
thought to be in order for a more “noble” 
cause, therefore making casualties out of the 
individuals as well as the cause itself. | agree 
that minors shouldn’t use tobacco. But in- 
stead of conducting undercover stings and 
putting students in handcuffs as a means of 
controlling adolescent tobacco use, there are 
much more sensible solutions that might have 
been used. 

Concerned about adolescent drug use? 
How about outlawing cigarette ma- 
chines? They take anyone's money—no 
questions asked. Forget the “Miami Vice” tac- 
tics; they don’t work in the real world, and 
they won't work with tobacco. 

Their parents were victims twice, once at 
the hands of a vengeful teenager and again at 
the hands of a power-hungry police bureau- 
racy. The authorities could have checked out 
their primary source of information a bit fur- 
ther but they didn't because they were driven 
‘on by ambition based on power. Once they 
realized that they had been misled, the au- 
thorities didn’t see any reason to temper

5. Avoid using over-the-counter drugs when a test date approaches. 

The extent to which over-the-counter drugs and prescription drugs will cause a false 
positive has yet to be fully mapped out and is subject to change as test manufacturers 
try to lesson the phenomenon, but such interference with the tests is extensive.

WHY URINE DRUG TESTS GO 
WRONG 


We've already looked at how over-the-counter medications can produce false posi- 
tives. A Las Vegas lab has indicated that 25% of their specimens test positive for am- 
phetamines during cold and flu season, for example. 

Another big reason these tests produce inaccurate results even at better labs is the 
human factor. Not sanitizing equipment after a positive test run or doing so improperly 
can resultin false positives, as can clerical errors. In the instance of Veterans Adminis- 
tration Wadsworth Medical Center, it was cocaine on the restroom door that contami- 
nated specimens. 

Finally, there is the unknown. Test makers are learning by doing. There's a lot about 
these tests and cross-reactions within the body that nobody understands.

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Parity: the Drug 
Paraphernalia Issue

ritics claim that the purpose of drug 

Paraphernalia is to glamorize drugs 

and entice the young. Consequently, 
they have spent much of the last ten years 
making it criminal act to possess or sell drug 
Paraphernalia in many parts of the country. 

Drug paraphernalia is hard to define, which 
is why you can still buy it. We all know what it 
is, erities know what it is, but no one can 
write a law that can adequately distinguish 
‘our water pipes from the tobacconist’s— 
hence, the long shelf life of the drug parapher- 
nalia issue. | think it is time to turn this 
important issue to our advantage. 

In the late "70s, the proponents of making 
criminals out of drug paraphernalia merchants 
thought they were on to something big. The 
drug paraphernalia issue began as the vehicle 
for a backlash against the decriminalization of 
‘marijuana. Since then, this “movement” has 
stalled in a fog of complicated legalities. 

My interest in this issue predates my in- 
volvement with NORML. | spent eight years 
in the drug paraphernalia business before dis- 
covering other things in life were more im- 
portant to me than making money—like 
public service. | would like to offer a few 
words in defense of this much-maligned in- 
dustry, as well as a candid assessment of its 
faults prior to the current era of excessive re- 
gulation and official harassment. 

The first object of selling drug parapherna- 
lia was, and still is, to make money. In the '70s, 
we were all led to believe that not only was 
making money a respectable pursuit but also 
that pioneering a new, legal way to do it was 
admirable. The paraphernalia industry was 
free-market capitalism at its best. 

The problem with the freewheeling para- 
phernalia market | participated in was that we 
were pandering to an illegal interest in the 
marketing of our goods. Much like sex is used 
to sell cars, we were, in retrospect, using 
drugs to sell knick-knacks. Just as the exploi- 
tation of women in commercials offends peo- 
ple, our exploitation of drugs was offensive to 
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some, especially to parents trying to keep 
their kids away from any drug use, illegal or 
otherwise, Marketing products involves 
some glamorization. And some of the young 
are attracted by glamor, though no one has 
yet offered any hard evidence that young kids 
decide to try marijuana because they want to 
‘try out some neat new bong. Actually, the 
principal complaint against paraphernalia, chat 
its very existence somehow bestows legiti- 
macy on the drug scene, is absurd; it is the 
widespread use of marijuana itself that be- 
stows legitimacy. Since marijuana is the drug

of choice for an overwhelming number of ille- 
gal drug users, the majority of drug parapher- 
nalia sold in head shops concerns marijuana 
use. But sometimes, knowingly or not, goods 
were sold to teenagers partly because we 
heads were sympathetic to rebellion. Our ar- 
rogance precluded any consideration of self- 
regulation, and eventually various 
communities attempted to either regulate or 
eliminate paraphernalia stores. 

At this level, the solution seemed simple: 
set an age limit, tone down the marketing, 
and pursue peaceful coexistence. However, it 
was not that simple, The real problem being 
confronted by both sides was a disparity be- 
tween myth and reality. 

The myth was that marijuana was danger- 


‘ous, and that only fools, degenerates, and 
‘other social misfits used it, and that most peo- 
ple respected the laws banning its use, posses- 
sion, and sale. The reality was that there was a 
vibrant marijuana subculture which was quite 
blatantly open. The existence of head shops 
and other vendors of drug paraphernalia was 
a visible refutation of that myth, 

With their livelihood threatened, para- 
phernalia merchants acted like most honest 
American capitalists: they either adapted to 
the new laws or went out of business. Com- 
pelled by some very surreal legislation, most 
‘of the industry began to pretend that their 
customers weren't marijuana smokers or co- 
caine users, but tobacco and snuff consumers. 
The store | used to manage is now Washing- 
ton’s premier tobacco shop. And its owners 
don't even pretend: it is a tobacco store, 
shamelessly marketing one of the most addic- 
tive substances on earth—as well as selling 
most of the merchandise | sold there five 
years ago. 

For the enemies of marijuana decriminal- 
ization, the move to ban drug paraphernalia 
‘was an effective tactic which delayed further 
reform of marijuana laws for over a decade. It 
reduced funding from the industry to the de- 
crim movement, drove the drug subculture 
underground, and changed the fundamental 
public question from “Should adults go to jail 
for marijuana use?” to “How can we keep 
drugs away from our children?” They changed 
the question to preserve their myth, because 
the answer to their question was to pretend 
that no one in their right mind uses illegal 
drugs. 

In fact, the whole campaign to go after the 
user of drugs as well as the supplier, the foun- 
dation of the Reagan drug policy, is an out- 
growth of the movement to criminalize drug 
paraphernalia. 

We must acknowledge that the parapher- 
nalia industry requires some legislation. |

Pursuing his own version of the American dream, 
32-year-old Alan Pettigrew spent over ten years 
steadily climbing his way up the corporate 
hierarchy of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. He started working for the giant 
transportation conglomerate in 1976 as a mail 
clerk and reached the position of office manager 
in San Francisco nine promotions later. But 
Pettigrew’s advancements came to an abrupt halt 
when he and almost 500 other Southern Pacific 
employees were ordered to provide urine 
samples to determine whether they had been 
using illegal drugs. 

Pettigrew was surprised by the demand. He did not think the company 
would require tests unless there was a reasonable suspicion of drug use. 


He was even more surprised by what happened to him a few days after 
he handed over his urine sample: Southern continued over

Pacific told him that he had tested 
positive for “drug use.” He was given 
the choice of ending his career or 
taking a second test, but even if it 
‘showed no evidence of drug use he 
would be required to attend a five-day, 
around-the-clock hospital evaluation at 
Oakland's Merritt Peralta Institute. 
Pettigrew needed his paycheck. He 
took the second test, which came up 
negative, and entered the hospital for 
five days of evaluation. Urine and blood 
‘samples taken during his stay showed 
no signs of drug use, and he was told 
he could leave after the fourth day. But 
while waiting for his wife to pick him up 
at the hospital, he was told by a

nothing to ameliorate this supposed 
epidemic. Cocaine Is virtually unde- 
tectable in urine less than 36 hours 
post-ingestion, providing a virtually 
useless “catch window” for urine 
monitors. Moreover, anyone deft 
enough to toot a line of coke through a 


requirements as conditions of 
continued employment. He won—at 
least for the time being—when the 
court granted the injunction ona 
temporary basis. The very next day, 
Pettigrew alleges, Southern Pacific 
demoted him to a clerical position, 
reduced his salary by almost $1,000 
per month, and eliminated many of his 
benefits. He is now seeking monetary 
damages against Southern Pacific for 
that action, asserting that the company 
breached his employment contract and 
acted in bad faith. 

Southern Pacific, meanwhile, 
continues to maintain a 
“comprehensive” drug-testing program 
for employees and job applicants. It is 
comprehensive because it is not limited 
to instances in which drug use is 
reasonably suspected and such use 
impairs the employee's job 


rolled-up dollar bill is certainly deft 
enough to palm alittle salt or ammonia 
into his or her urine sample (regard- 
less of whether anyone's “watching” 
or “taking the sample temperature” or 
whatever) to blank it. Therefore, the 
only people who most often get in 
trouble with cocaine urinalysis are 
victims of a false positive reading. 


The piss-test profiteers know how 
easily that happens, too. Every year, 
hundreds of thousands of people 
have to take over-the-counter patent 
medications containing atropine, an 
all-purpose drugstore nostrum em- 
ployed for the alleviation of everything 
from asthma to diarrhea to seasick- 
ness. Since it’s closely related in basic 
chemical structure to the cocaine mol- 
ecule, atropine can cross-react with 
cocaine on simple urinalysis screen- 
ings, causing a “positive” test result. 
The non-druggie thus becomes a vic- 
tim of an imprecise technology, suffer- 
ing loss of employment, intense 
confusion and personal anguish, and 
ostracism by his non-drug-using 
peers. Proof that this happens is not 
hard to come by, and it's known to all 
the primary pushers of urinalysis test- 
ing. 

However, the fact is that no one can 
hazard even the remotest guess as to 
how often it happens. The various 
professional services that monitor the 
reliability of respectable licensed la- 
boratories—such as the national pro- 
ficiency-testing program of the Col- 


performance. The program requires all 
applicants to take a urine test, and they 
are given only one chance: if they test 
“positive” they will not be considered 
for employment. Current employees 
suspected of drug use (regardless of 
job performance or safety 
considerations) are also required to 
submit to testing, and so are all 
members of any work crew involved in 
an accident or mishap caused by a 
worker's mistake—what Southern 
Pacific calls a “human factor incident.” 
Employees who ultimately go through 
the extensive rehabilitation that was 
required of Alan Pettigrew will be 
rehired on probationary status, with the 
understanding they may be subjected to 
random drug testing. This is part of the

head” of employees who test positive,

lege of American Pathologists in Chi- 
cago—simply do not bother to include 
atropine among the drugs they send 
to the labs for testing.

These people are lying. They're per- 
petrating a pernicious fraud tha’ 
makes money for them: a swindle. 
There Is no sense in kindly giving 
frauds and swindlers credit for having 
basicaly good intentions, even when 
they do have good intentions. In fact, 
unless you come straight out and cali 
them criminals, you leave them an un- 
obstructed field for their criminality. @

Southern Pacific's program is hardly | 
unique. Many other corporations, 
including IBM, Chevron, and Union Oil, 
require that employees and prospective 
employees submit to drug tests. Ithas 
been estimated that over 30 percent of 
the Fortune 500 companies test their 
employees, and thousands of other 
employers—large and small—are 
expected to begin testing within a year. 

Not just corporate employees are 
confronting drug tests. Professional 
athletes, many of whom were among 
the first employees to be tested for 
drugs, face heightened pressure to 
make submission to tests part of their 
contracts. Even coaches, trainers, and 
management personnel have been 
targeted by baseball commissioner 
Peter Ueberroth to be included as 
candidates for mandatory testing. 
Similar pressure has been placed on 
college athletes, as the NCAA is 
currently drafting rules that will require 
drug urinalysis for all its players. Once 
that precedent is established, college 
administrations everywhere may be 
urged to drug-test all students— 
athletic and otherwise. 

An increasing number of 
government agencies have also begun 
testing their employees, following the 
lead of the military, which has 
practiced universal urinalysis since 
1982. The Federal Aviation 
Administration was one of the first 
civilian government agencies to 
actively administer drug tests, in 
response to intense pressure from the 
White House. The FAA was designated 
in 1984 by the Reagan administration to 
lead the vanguard of urine testing for 
federal employees; with no ut 
representing its thousands of air-traffic 
controllers, FAA employees had little 
chance of resisting urinalysis in the 
courts. 

FAA employees will not be alone for 
long: President Reagan last September | 
signed an executive order requiring 
drug tests for all federal employees in 
“sensitive positions.” Although the 
order is not entirely clear about who 
will be required to accept testing; it is 
estimated that the order may apply to 
more than one million civilian 
employees of the federal government. 
Thus the President moves toward his 
primary goal in the “War on Drugs”—a 
drug-free workplace. 

Eliminating drug use by employees 
is necessary, say some politicians and 
their constituent business leaders, 


because intoxication leads to accidents 


and drug dependency leads to 
employee theft, increased health-care 
costs, and decreased productivity. 
Those pushing for intensified drug- 
testing cite alarming financial 
statistics. Republican State Senator 
John Seymour of Anaheim, a strong 
‘supporter of comprehensive testing, 
claims that California alone spent $18 
billion in 1983 because of drug abuse. 
That is more than the amount estimated 
by the Research Triangle Institute to be 
lost to drug abuse annually in the entire 
country. And far more money—over. 


| $31 billion—is estimated to be wasted 


each year because of alcoholism, 
according to the National Institute of 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 
Whether the cost is $5 billion or $50 
billion, however, there is no question 
that substance abuse costs money. Yet 
some civil libertarians and union 
leaders (and at least one Reagan 


| cabinet officer quoted anonymously in 


the 25 November 1986 New York Times) 
argue that the cost to freedom caused 
by comprehensive drug-testing 
outweighs the financial cost of drug and 
alcohol dependencies. This, they say, 
is especially true since recent 
Statistics, including some gathered by 
the National Institute on Drug Abuse, 
fail to show the “epidemic increase” in 
drug abuse claimed to exist by most of 
the proponents of employee drug- 
testing; in point of fact, NIDA last 
autumn reported a drop in the use of a// 
drugs except cocaine by Americans, 
and the increase in cocaine use was 
hardly of “epidemic” magnitude. 

Infringement of privacy is the 
primary concern of those who argue 
against drug testing. The American 
Civil Liberties Union notes that privacy 
is the cornerstone of freedom in the 
United States, and compares today’s 
programs with policies that allowed 
indiscriminate searches of anyone in 
colonial America by King George III's 
soldiers to uncover those few who were 
committing offenses against England. 
These “general searches,” the ACLU 
reminds us, ‘were deeply hated by 
early Americans, and were a leading 
cause of the Revolution.” 

Drafters of the Bill of Rights were 
mindful of government intrusion and 
responded with the Fourth Amendment, 
which prohibits “unreasonable search 
and seizure” and generally requires the 


| government to have “‘probable cause” 


before searching a person or property. 

The Fourth Amendment, combined with 

the First Amendment right to free 
continued over 
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association, is the basis for a right of 
privacy guaranteed by implication in 
the United States Constitution. The 
special importance of that right was 
early recognized by America’s judiciary | 
and was long ago referred to by 

Supreme Court Justice Louis Brandeis | 
as the “most comprehensive of rights 
and the right most valued by civilized 
men.”’ Brandeis called it, succinctly, 
“the right to be left alone.” 

‘Two other highly valued rights in 
America, also claimed to be abridged 
by drug testing, are the right to be 
presumed innocent until proven guilty 
and the right against self-incrimination, 
as provided for in the Fifth Amendment. | 
These rights were raised in debate last 
April over a suggestion by United States 
Attorney General Ed Meese’s | 
Commission on Organized Crime that 
virtually all workers in this country be 
given drug tests. Such a broad 
application of comprehensive testing 
was considered by California 
Congressman Don Edwards, Chairman 
of the House Subcommittee on Civil and 
Constitutional Rights, to be repugnant 
to the American judicial system. 
California Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown has been reported as saying that 
a proposal in Sacramento to require all 
state lawmakers to take drug tests 
“moves us toward the process of a 
police state.” Many others think of the 
rush toward testing as the "80s version 
of the infamous loyalty oaths of the 
McCarthy era. 

Ideology and political philosophy, 
however, are not the only reasons for 
objecting to comprehensive drug testing; 
practical considerations also exist. One 
was raised last September during a 
Congressional hearing in the same 
week President Reagan announced 
drug testing for federal employees: the 
possibility that disclosing medical 
information may lead to discrimination 
in employment. Thousands of 
epileptics, for example, are treated 
with barbiturates, a drug often 
associated with illegal use, or with 
Dilantin, a nonabusable anticonvulsant 
which epileptics must take daily. These 
epileptics risk losing their jobs or not 
being hired to begin with, because 
many employers erroneously believe 


drug tests commonly used to screen 
employees and job applicants cannot 
accurately distinguish between illegal 
drugs and common over-the-counter 
medicines. The more sophisticated 


} tests that some employers have now 


begun using (because of lawsuits like 


| Alan Pettigrew’s), are so complicated 


to operate that they, too, often lead to 


| inaccurate results.

drugs. Some opponents of the tests 
also argue that they should be 
prohibited because of the possibility 
they will be misused by employers to 
falsely justify terminations. Such an 
allegation of misuse was recently made 
by a woman who was fired from her job 
at a nuclear power plant after having 
reported safety violations to 
government authorities. She claims 

| that after plant managers learned of her 
report they made her take a drug test 
and falsified the results to provide a 
legitimate reason for her termination. 
She will not be the last terminated 
employee to make this kind of 
allegation. 

Courts across the country already 
are hearing cases brought by 
employees and job applicants required 
to take drug tests. A federal district 
judge ruled that the urine-testing 
program of the United States Customs 
Service—propounded by the Reagan 


they present a danger to themselves 
and to others. They also risk having the 
unsavory label of “drug addict” 
attached to their names, as does 
virtually everyone else required to take 
a drug test. The simple, low-technology 
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administration itself as a model for all 
government agencies and private 

| industry—“violates numerous 

| provisions of the United States 

| Constitution and must be enjoined and 
| declared unconstitutional.” Plans to 


test narcotics detectives in the New 
York City Police Department were 
disallowed by a state court judge last 
year, as were testing programs for 
schoolteachers on Long Island. 

A federal judge in lowa held it was 
an illegal search and seizure to require 
prison guards to submit to random 
testing. Another federal judge ruled in 
favor of 17 New Jersey police officers 
and fire fighters who had been 
suspended from duty after random 
testing indicated drug use. The judge 
said testing should not be required 
unless reasonable suspicion of drug 
use exists. Adding a point similar to 
that attributed by the ACLU to colonial 
Americans, the judge wrote: “The 
public interest in eliminating drugs in 


| the workplace is substantial, but to 


invade the privacy of the innocent in 
order to discover the guilty establishes 
a dangerous condition, one which our 
Constitution mandates be rejected.” 
Still, uncertainty abounds. The law 


| concerning drug testing is simply too 


unsettled for anyone to say that a given 
drug testing program will be considered 
legal or illegal, constitutional or not. 
This uncertainty can be traced to the 
lack of statutes and appellate court 
decisions regarding drug testing. Some 
federal regulations (as well as 
President Reagan’s executive order) 
provide for testing, but no federal law 
says when testing will be considered 
legal. And no definitive appellate 
decision on the constitutionality of 
testing has been handed down to guide 
legislators in drafting drug testing laws: 
or employers in implementing drug 
testing programs. 

San Francisco did not idly wait for 
the federal or state government to act. 
Instead, the city passed its own law to 
regulate the use of drug tests. The San 
Francisco ordinance prohibits 
comprehensive drug testing by 
employers in the city, but it does allow 
testing if reasonable grounds exist to 
believe the employee's faculties are 
impaired on the job and the impairment 
presents a “clear and present danger” 


| to the safety of others. If these two 


elements are present, the employer 
may demand a urine or blood sample. 
But the sample must be evaluated by a 
state-licensed laboratory at the 
employer's expense, and the employee 
is to be given an opportunity to refute or 
explain the results before any action 
can be taken against him. 

The prohibition against 
comprehensive drug testing is only part

| he ghats begin at the base 
foundations of large temples and 

apartment buildings that line the river 
bank. Bags of garbage soar down from 
the apartment windows high above to 
splatter on the steps below. Beggars 
poke through the remains to find what 
they can use, followed by cows and 
goats grazing the concrete flats. At 
nightfall, rats come and take what little 
has been left. A minor Hindu ecology 
cycle 

Icis evening, the best time of the day, 
in the best time of year. It has been over 
12 years since we were last here. The 
February sun creates warm breezes and 
the Ganges flows by slowly. Ancient 
wooden sailboats drift with the current. 
An old man rows a group of Hindu 
pilgrims upstream, oarlocks creaking 
He pulls the heavy load without effort, 
his strokes perfect and unstrained. How 
many years does it take to learn to row 
like that?

Time gets lost here. I look to find 
something relating to the modern world 
but can find only a bicycle in the 
distance. A long line of washermen 
started the day beating clothes against 
the flat rocks placed at the water's edge 
by their forefathers. The laundry was 
laid out on the steps to dry in the sun 
and is now being loaded on burros for 
the passage back to the hotels. Naive 
tourists never know what their garments 
go through. 

A short walk brings us to the first of 
two cremation ghats located on this 
section of the river. Five bodies are 
burning on separate pyres. Two of the 
fires are almost out now. Dogs are 
testing the heat in an effort to get ata 
hand that has been burned off at the 
wrist. One grabs the morsel, quickly 
turns, and tries to run with it. The others 
jump him, and a vicious fight begins. 

Never-ending groups of voyeurs 
watch the burnings. This day's crowd is 
mostly Hindus, a few Japanese, and one 
white guy with a beard, tweed coat 
(leather patches on the elbows), glasses, 
anda pipe. He looks like a Harvard 
professor, foot upon a guardrail, pipe in 
hand. He watches as the bodies sizzle in 
the fire. Now he has seen it all 

We walk on, looking for a place to do 
some acid that a fellow traveler traded. 
fora roll of color film. | plan to trip 
tomorrow night, on Shiva Rati. Shiva 
Rati is a celebration of the marriage of 
Lord Siva to the goddess Paravati. 
Benares is Siva’s hometown. 

Hindu scripture tells us Siva used to 
live alone on top of Mount Kalish, high 
in the Himalayas. He spent his time 
there meditating and enjoying an 
occasional chillum pipe of ganja. Siva is 
known to have a taste for dope: hashish 
and bhang are still offered to him on 
important occasions. Siva finally fell in 
love with Paravati, but she didn't like it 
in the lonely mountains. She talked Siva 
into moving into town, and he took 
Benares for his home. He's lived there 
ever since—a long time 


As principal deity of the city, Siva's 
wedding celebration goes first class. 
Some 700,000 people are expected for 
the celebration tomorrow night. The 
temples have been gilded, cleaned, and 
painted. Brass bells have been polished. 
It will be a little bit like Mardi Gras in 
Rio. Hashish and bhang candies 
wrapped in silver foil will be distributed 
by the bucketful to revelers. Floats of 
deities will be pulled through the 
narrow, convoluted streets in seemingly 
endless parades. Lines of teenagers will 
march behind them, long fluorescent- 
lighting tubes balanced precariously on 
top of special hats, the essential 
generator following in a wheelbarrow 
Hundreds of thousands of people will 
try to get into the major temples to 
receive an auspicious holy-day blessing 
A few are usually killed in the attempt 

My plan is to get there early and walk 
up the river, away from the main ghats 
where the center of activities will be. I 
want to observe while under the 
influence, yet at a safe distance away 
from the crowds. At evening's end, we'll 
follow the outer edge of the masses as 
they recede into the city proper The 
plan looks good on paper, 

We find a spot, and on the way back 
from our reconnoitering stop at one of 
several outdoor tea stands for some 
coffee. Ona wall just behind us 
someone has written “Chilam smuk is 
prohibited here.” Several stoned French 
hippies are slouched on a wooden 
bench, one has a saxophone wrapped in 
a dirty cloth bag at his side. An old holy 
man, in rags and with a white beard, is 


sitting near us. We ignore him, absorbed 
in watching boats go up and down the 
river. We are almost lost in our own 
thoughts, but now the holy man 
addresses us. He can't resist new blood. 

*Ganges.’ He is pointing to the river 

I agree with him, and we continue 
watching boats. 

“Holy river,’ he continues. 

"Yes, | know,” I tell hin. 

“If you take bath in Ganges, all sin is 
washed away.” 

‘I'll bathe tomorrow," I promise. As an 
afterthought, “Where does all the sin 
go?" 

“Sins wait for you." 

“Where?” 

“Here. There,’ he points to the river 
bank. He laughs. A great joke. 

“Why bother then?” 

“Why not? For the moment. It is 
ritual, very old ritual. Good for karma 
Holy city,” he mutters to himself. “Want 
to see burning ghats?” he asks with 
enthusiasm. 

“We've seen them already.” He's 
disappointed with my answer. 

“Holy city,’ he repeats. ‘If you die 
here, in Benares, you will go to heaven 
No matter what. Even if you are the 
greatest sinner, no matter” He points 
overhead. “Hole in sky here, you can go 
direct to spiritual world, real world 
Nothing can stop it, there is no 
judgment. Only in Benares is this 
possible. All new souls come to earth 
through hole in sky at Benares 

“This is city of life and death,” he 
continues. ‘City of Siva. City of ten 
thousand lingams. Siva lingam.” He 
grabs his crotch to make sure we know 
what the lingam stones represent. ‘Siva 
lingam is the source of all life, all things 
Siva is life, and also death. Beginning, 
end, Siva, Benares.” 

I can't help looking skyward, hoping 
for a glimpse of heaven. Nothing but 
darkening sky. The moon is coming up, 
and bells are ringing in the temples 
along the ghats. They never stop; one 
temple ends, another begins. A few 
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floodlights come on, spaced widely 
along the river, glowing softly, pearls of 
light. Some Hindu pilgrims on the steps 
below launch a little fleet of boats made 
of leaves, each carrying a small candle 
They twist slowly as they find the 
current, then drift downstream, a small 
flotilla of lights, Each boat carries its 
‘own secret prayer. 

“We've got to go," I tell the holy man 
I pass him a few coins. ‘It's getting late.” 
He puts the change into his pocket 
without counting it 

The next day we sleep until lunch is 
served at our hotel, a French place called 
the Hotel de Paris. It was built back in 
the 40s in the old style: huge rooms, 
windows looking out onto a veranda, 
and a carpet that smells like the 
mummy's tomb. This morning's paper 
says the inner city will be closed to 
traffic due to the expected crowds. We 
decided to leave the hotel early, get as 
close as possible by rickshaw, and then 
walk to our preselected ‘drop’ zone 

We start out at four. The streets are 
crammed with people all dressed to see 
the parade and visit temples. Traffic has 
few rules here. Cows and bullocks, cars 
and rickshaws all compete for empty 
spaces in the glutted arteries of this 
eternal city. There are many minor 
accidents, but narrow streets laid out a 
thousand years ago prevent a speed that 
kills 

Street vendors run between stalled 
vehicles to sell fat garlands made of 
marigolds for worshippers to offer to the 
deities. Elizabeth buys two and holds 
therh in her lap. We're going very slowly 
now—a cow has squeezed itself between 
us and a bullock cart, Suddenly it turns 
its head and chomps our marigolds. 
‘We're so surprised we don't make a move 
to grab them back 

“Maybe the cow needs the flowers 
more than Siva does,” Elizabeth 
speculates Hindu-esquely. 

"Yes, I think so.” 

The traffic finally comes to a dead 
stop and we get out to walk. An hour

later we are in position. We pick a good 
spot for the evening, looking northward 
down the river from the south end of the 
ghats. We are about a hundred feet up 
on the steps and have a birds-eye view 
of passersby. A high brick temple wall is 
at our backs. It angles off, ending up 
below us on the promenade. Bricks have 
fallen from the wall in many places 
Pigeons have moved into the holes, 
swank condos with a view of the 
Ganges. Not bad, for a pigeon 

We spread out our gear: an old 
stainless-steel army canteen full of 
orange juice, canvas to sit on, two 
inflatable pillows, camera, city map, a 
compass, and a small flashlight. We also 
have a little grass, three silver-wrapped 
bhang candies purchased at a shop near 
our hotel, and four hits of ‘acom’ blotter 
LSD. | down the acid with a slug of 
orange juice as Elizabeth begins to eat 
the bhang 

“Boom.” 

“Boom,’ she answers 

"What does that stuff taste like?” 

1 and sugar,’ she muses. “Want 


some? 

“Maybe later” 

We sit in silence for half an hour, just 
watching people and the river. Temples 
glitter in the fading sunlight, many of 
them covered with gold foil or bestrewn 
with miles of Christmas-tree lights. Now 
an old man in a soiled dhoti comes by. 
He is holding something very carefully 
between his hands. As he gets closer we 
can see that it's a wounded pigeon, 
which looks as though it had flown into 
a wall at full speed. The old man walks 
up to the wall and carefully places the 
bird in the highest hole that he can 
reach. Stepping back to observe the 
installation, he mutters, “A good place to 
die.’ He turns and walks away. 

Ten minutes later kids come by and 
spot the bird. None of them are tall 
enough to reach the stricken flyer, but 
they are an enterprising bunch. Two of 
them bend over by the wall; a third 
begins to climb up on their backs 


the frenzied crowd. 
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I want to save the bird but am a 
stranger here, and I'm getting stranger 
by the minute. I'm not sure if I can walk, 
much less confront five teenage Hindus 
Now the climbers got the needed 
altitude and he begins to reach 

*Chalejao, utar jao!” 

The old man’s back and screaming at 
the boys. He throws some rocks in their 
direction as they topple from their 
makeshift pyramid and make a safe 
retreat. He tells them something and 
they go away without a comment, no 
big deal 

The old man looks at us and raps a 
few dozen words in Hindi. Now and 
then he points up at the bird. I nod back 
affirmatively, promising to protect its 
final hours 

As darkness falls, parades begin 
depositing crowds into the main ghats 
They are chanting, ‘Siva, Siva, Paravati!” 
Other mantras are broadcast into the 
night by loudspeakers on the temples 
bells are ringing everywhere. Red, blue, 
green, and yellow lights are twinkling in 
the distance. Suddenly, it all goes black 

Tam no longer on the earth. am 
existing in a dark and silent space— 
existing, but not physical. | feel content, 
happy, no desires or needs, no thought, 
no past or future to be thought about, 
just perfect emptiness and epace. Then 
something... sound, a banging. Blang, 
blang, blang, a steady, never-ending 
rhythm. Its fascinating. What is it, 
where does it come from? How can 
there be sound within a void? 

I somehow regain the sense of sight 
and begin looking for the sound. I see a 
hundred thousand colored lights below 
me, yet I can't identify them: these are 
the first things I have ever seen. My 
presence slowly drops down toward 
them, I can see temple buildings but 
have no idea what they are, just 
intriguing angles, lines, and spaces. Now 
more sounds, those of voices, language. | 
keep trying to understand it. Suddenly 
there is thought where there was none 
before. First thought: ‘What is going on

stumble down the steps. ‘Is it totally 
black out here or are my eyes dilating in 
the wrong direction?" I ask 

“It’s totally black,’ a shadow answers. 
“They turned all the bloody lights off.” 

She's right, the floodlights all along 
the ghats have been put out. It'sa logical 
decision, after all: the party's over. No 
one in their right mind should be here 
this time of night except the beggars, 
wharf rats, derelicts, and petty criminals 
who call it home. Too much light would 
make it hard for them to sleep and 
simply waste a lot of electricity. 

“The flashlight,” I beam, pleased that 
I've thought of everything. We dig it out 
and I screw the lens cap tight to turn it 
on. It’s one of those little waterproof 
models. 

"Maybe it works better underwater,” 
Elizabeth quips. She has a point: the, 
light is barely strong enough to show 
three feet in front of us 

“Ill put it back.”

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“No, I'll take it.” She holds out her 
hand. ‘It's better than nothing.” 

‘We make our way slowly downward 
toward the river. Shanty boats have tied 
up to the ghat's edge for the night. A 
group of men are sitting in the dim light 
of a lantern someone set out on the bow 
of a small rowboat. Some beggars, two 
old fishermen, and several ragged street 
boys sitting near the light are smoking 
cigarettes and drinking out of bottles 
They're a scurvy-looking crew, a family 
portrait from a Zap comic. “Are we inside 
a'40s pirate movie, or is this reality?" | 
ask. 

“It's real,” Elizabeth says. “Just keep 
moving, we're okay.” 

‘They're interested in us, they're 
watching.” 

It has suddenly occurred to me that 
we are carrying $600 worth of camera 
gear, enough to keep them all in native 
luxury for six months. I look back over 
my shoulder. “They're still watching us.” 
They're more than interested, they're 
fascinated. Not too many whites come 
down this way, and those that do come 
by in daylight and in tour groups 

“You want boat ride?” one of them 
calls out to us. The others laugh 

“Tomorrow, I call back. 

European women are considered to be 
sexual adventurers by Hindu men. Now 
here we are, it's almost midnight, just 
Elizabeth and I alone. ‘Kill the light,"I 
tell her. 

“What? 

“Kill the light” 

“We can't see without it.” 

“We can't see with it, We're just 
spotlighting ourselves for every sleazo 
that's wandering around down here 
tonight. Besides, I can see." I wasn't sure 
if this last statement was the truth. | 
seemed to have a visual ‘sense’ of things, 
it wasn't really seeing, but it worked. We 
put some distance between us and the 
Pirates, 

Asingle dim floodlight comes into 
view two hundred yards ahead of us. It 
marks the main ghat and the celebration 
area like a blurred star low on the 
horizon. It's. a very welcome sight. ‘I 
think we're going to make it,’ I tell Liz 
Ten minutes later we have reached 
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another plateau. ‘Do you smell 
smoke?" | ask. ‘Like something 
smoldering?" 

We've made it to the burning ghats, 
the cremation grounds. The fires are out 
now but a few hot coals still glow. There 
are no bodies burning. Death has taken 
the night off, A dog appears, a black 
snarling shape ten yards away. Now 
others join it. They begin to circle, some 
daring to take short cuts closer in and 
snap at us. ‘I hate to sound paranoid,” | 
begin, ‘but we're surrounded by a vicious 
pack of wild dogs who live on human 
flesh and bones.” 

“They're probably unhappy because 
the doggie diner is closed,” she tells me 
"Don't worry, I'm sure they hate raw 
meat.” 

“I'm serious! We're in their territory, 
we're the wrong color, and I'm sure we 
don't smell right. That big black one 
over there is thinking about going for 
my throat. I can pick up his thoughts.” 

"Nonsense, she says. “They're just 
curious and want to check us out.” As 
she's speaking, ‘Blackie’ makes a pass at 
me, snapping from less than a foot away.

We're surrounded by a 
pack of starving charnel-house curs and 
you call them nice doggies?”

lunsling my backpack and begin to 
swing it by the straps.

The dogs back off a 
little to recalculate the odds, then come 
around behind us, following until we 
grope our way out of the area, We 
fumble down a flight of steps, then hit 
another flat space.

never heard a sound exactly like it, best 
described as Hindu jazz.

Someone in the group begins to blow 
aconch shell, a long, unending, 
plaintive wail, We stop to listen in the 
darkness. 

“There's something moving over 
here," Elizabeth is pointing 

It isa shuffling, scraping sort of noise 
“It’s probably rats,’ I tell her. But a shape 
takes form. It’s human, an old hunchback 
dragging one leg. ‘Quasimodo, no less." 
He stops and leans against the wall to 
watch us, I suggest we keep moving 
Another 15 minutes walking brings us to 
the main ghats and the safety of the 
floodlight. Now we climb the final steps 
that lead up to the city’s edge 

The main street of the marketplace 
begins at this point. There is still a 
crowd of several thousand men in the 
narrow avenue, a Hindu Mardi Gras 
complete with people holding up 
papier-maché masks depicting animals 
and ghosts. Most are high on bhang and 
are giving the celebration all the energy 
they have left. We must pass through the 
crowd and get back to the rickshaws 
Hopefully, they will be waiting at the 
usual corner several blocks away. 

‘We make our way into the masses 
holding tightly to each other. If 
separated, there is little hope of finding 
one another in the frenzied crowd. We 
are so tightly packed that wavelike 
motions move us like an ocean current. 
There is no resisting. We go with the 
flow and hope to find a current that will 
take us to our destination. ‘Over there,"I 
shout above the noise. | see a stream of

We have almost joined them, but 
something has happened, It's as if a small 
explosion has occurred in front of us and 
is sending shock waves from its center.

We teeter on the edge, Liz 
clinging to my arm. | grab hold of a man 
in front of me just as a bullock crashes 
through the crowd. The bull scatters 
people like so many ten-pins ona 
bowling alley. He is pissed, tired of the 
party, and in a hurry to get back home 
on the ghats. No person blocks his way 
for long. 

Thang on desperately until he passes 
Now the man I'm holding on to turns as 
Lrelease my grip on him. ‘Bull he grins 
“Haha.” 

*Bull," | agree with him. Thank God 
we haven't gone into the shit canal. A 
line of drum and bugle players pass by. 
We fall in behind and slowly make our 
way to the rickshaws.

But few travelers know that the 
Sensitive Plant, which is apt to 
prick their feet while they are out 
collecting mushrooms in the 
pasture, contains DMT in its roots. 
Or that those toads cooling 
‘themselves in the wet cow pies are 
chock full of bufotenin, anear 
relative of psilocybin. 

There are so many psycho-active 
plants in Hawaii one gets tired of 
trying them all. Give my mind a 
rest, will ya. 

For instance, the islands are full 
of snowblind folks who will snort 
anything that faintly resembles 
cocaine. But almost none of them 
are aware of the presence of 

ozylon coca; the coca shrub, 
on the Islands. Cocoa, the 
chocolate tree, thrives here also, 


and both it and coca produce an 
alkaloid that gets you off. Nice being 
able to forage for what you need. 

Datura grows in herbaceous and 
tree form in gardens all over the 
islands as an ornamental, its big 
flowers drooping down all around. 
The tree form is common here, and 
anyone who has ever read Carlos 
Castenada knows what it is all 
about. 

Then there is the other 
Polynesian regular, betel nat. 
Growing on the Areca Catechu 
palm, this nut is considered a 
delicacy drug throughout the 
orient. It is cracked and wrapped in 
a pepper leaf (Piper betel) along 
with a smear of lime and a bit of 
some sweet condiment, and 
chewed. It suppresses the 


appetite, gives oral satisfaction, 
and gets one mildly stoned and 
energized in the process. During a 
stay in Java, | personally enjoyed 
chewing betel wrapped in coca leaf 
and didn’t notice any appreciable 
difference between it and betel I've 
chewed elsewhere wrapped in 
pepper leaf. 

The juice of the mango definitely 
gets you stoned. Mainland skeptics 
will probably doubt that truth, but 
when mango season rolls around, 
it draws almost the same amount 
of interest here as the coming of 
pakalolo harvest. The trancelike 
state one achieves when eating 
mango is quite similar to the 
euphoric high one attains during an 
especially good session of 
cunnilingus. 

Durian fruits here as well. The 
literature says that 14 degrees 
north is its furthest northerly 
fruiting; but sure enough, it fruits 
here. And as any Malay can tell 
you, not only will it get you 
gazongo, but it will charge up your 
‘sexual energy as well. 

Coleus floods gardens with color 
all over Hawaii, from the southern 
tip of the Big Island to the “end of 
the road” in Kauai. Now as-any 
Shaman knows, coleus will bring 
the moon to you and allow you to 
divine the secrets of the universe. 
Alittle tea will do you. 

The more time you spend in 
Hawaii, the more you realize what 
a garden of psychic delights 
abound all around you. It’s almost 
boring. Stoned again and again 
and again. . . . I've come to prefer 
“da kine” (female sense buds) as 
my regular drug of choice, along 
with coffee (which grows wild all 
over the place). There’s nothing 
more relaxing than a good cup of 
coffee and a good smoke. 

Oh, | do occasional mushroom 
journeys, and I'm right there up in 
the mango trees with the rest of the 
moaks.

Your room has a total of 108 square 
feet. If you used a single 1000 watt 
lamp, you would be supplying an im- 
put of a little less than 10 watts per 
square foot. For rapid growth the 
plants should be given a minimum of 
15 watts electrical input from a high 
pressure sodium (HPS) lamp which 
provides the greatest amount of light 


us 


usable by the plant per energy unit. 
During flowering they would do better 
with 20 watts per square foot. Equato- 
rial sativas require more light—up to 
30 watts per square foot. HPS lamps. 
are not as effective during germina- 
tion or cloning as cool white and/or 
warm white flourescents or MH lamps. 

The number of plants depends on 
how big you let them grow. Most nov- 
ice growers use 1-3 square feet of space 
per plant for sativas. 

Try using the window in some way to 
cool the room. If it is open to an unob- 
structed area with little chance of de- 
tection, an exhaust fan can be 
installed as long as there is a blind, so 
that no one can see in from any angle. 
If the window is in a congested area 
where odor might be a threat to secu- 
rity, you could precipitate the odor- 
causing particles floating in the air 
with a negative ion generator (ionizer) 
inthe room, or in the exhaust air by us 
ing an electronic precipatator.

Yes, a long term, no-care system can 
be installed. However, you are dealing 
with two potentially dangerous 
things: electricity and water. If either 
delivery system malfunctions, It could 
spell disaster. For that reason, every- 
thing in the garden should be de- 
signed and constructed with both 
safety and reliability in mind. The term 
KISS—Keep It Simple, Stupid—is ap- 
propriate. 


Presuming that you would be using 
elther two 1000 watt or four to five 400- 
watt HPS lamps, you could set them 
about 2 or 3 feet higher than you esti- 
mate the plants will grow in a 30-day 
period. A ballast started delay, avalla- 
ble from some light companies, pro- 
tects the light systems from burnout 
due to temporary power outages of all 
kinds. 


The water system has to be reliable 
enough so that there are no leaks and 
there Is no possibility of flooding. For 
that reason, a system with as few mov- 
ing parts as possible should be used. 
There are a number of alternatives, but 
because of the long period between 
visits, elther a very large reservoir Is 
needed, or water must be added to the 
system periodically from the tap. Dur- 
Ing the period of most rapid growth, 
the room will use up to 15 gallons of 
water a day. 


Here are three sultable water deliv- 
ery systems: 

A non-return drip emitter system 
hooked to the tap with a fertilizer dis- 
tributor attached. A valve is opened 
periodically by timer. The overflow can 
be pumped out with a sump pump If 
there Is no drain. 

Awick system using containers sit- 
ting over a reservoir, The 4 and 5 foot 
diameter, molded plastic kiddie pools 
make Ideal reservoirs for this system. 
A frame for holding the pots is con- 
structed around each pool. 

A wick attached to the tap 
with a float valve to regulate the water 
level in the reservoir.

Doesn't Epsom salts also contain chlo- 
rides? If not, would it be a good idea to 
use it on a daily basis, or only when 
needed?

Would it be better to use natural 
spring water (there’s one about 10 miles 
from where | live) or my hard tap water? 

Also, | have a 1000-watt MH and a 
4000-watt HPS in an 84 square foot room. 
Would it be better to use both at the same 
time or use the MH to grow and the HPS. 
to flower?

Epsom salts, or magnesium sulfate, Is. 
MgS04. It is composed of 1 atom each 
of magnesium and sulfer, and four at- 
oms of oxygen, with no chlorine. It is 
best used occasionally in conven- 
tional mixes, or when there is the 
slightest indication of deficiency. In 
hydroponic programs, it should be 
added only if there is a lack of magne- 
sium in the nutrient mix or if there Is in- 
dication of a deficiency. 

I'd hate to recommend that you start 
hauling water to your garden. If you 
have nutrient problems caused by 
your water, however, something must 
be done. | suggest that you buy some 
sort of water purifier such as a steam 
distiller or reverse osmosis water 
cleaner. 

When the plants are small they can 
be placed fairly close together so that 
only one light is required to illuminate 
them. As they grow and are spread out 
while still in vegetative growth, they 
could grow well under one light In a 
highly reflective room. However, they 
would grow faster and denser if both 
lights were used. When a single lamp 
is used, use the MH during germina- 
tion or cloning and the HPS thereafter. 
During flowering the plants should 
definitely be illuminated with both 

lamps.

It depends on how your room Is set 
up. Currently, a state-of-the-art grow 
system Is described as a three-part 
unit. The first unit is a germination/ 
clone section. The space used here is 
relatively small. Small clones do not 
need much more than a square inch of 
space when they are rooting; one- 
week-old seedlings and rooted cut- 
tings require a little more space. 
Plants are kept in this space until they 
are about 8 Inches high. For most gar- 
dens this area requires only a few 
square feet. Many growers use fluo- 
rescent lights with the clones on a 

thers set aside a section of the 
tive growth room for the 


clones. 


The second space is the vegetative 
growth area. This Is usually illumi- 
nated by MH(s) or a combination of 
MH(s) and HPS(s). Growers usually 
use one 1000-watt lamp for each 50 to 
100 square feet of space. If the space 
Is not square, or if there is more than 
one light, most growers use light mov- 
ers. These tools move the lights so 
that no part of the plant is constantly 
In shadow. Some light movers have 
gotten fairly sophisticated, with the 
capability to rotate three lamps at 
once. The pilates are kept in this space 
until they are about 18 inches tall. 
Each plant Is given about a square 
foot of space, although some growers 
allow more, some less. Spacing also 
depends on varlety, as some are bush- 
ler than others. 


The plant's variance from Its ideal 
potential growth rate is determined by 
the limiting factors in the plant's envi- 
ronment: light, water, CO,, and tem- 
perature. As long as the plant gets all 
the water and nutrients that it can use, 
has an enriched CO, environment, and 
atem| between 68°F and 85°F, 
its growth will be in a linear point.

GCMS IN BRIEF: The gas chromatograph 
vaporizes the THC sample and pushes all its 
molecules along a tube-column so that they separate 
into individual molecules.

THE DE-MELANIZER? 


The two authentic USAF Brandy Splitiess chromatograms on pp 22-23 represent 
the same urine sample run twice through the same gas chromatography-mass 
spectrometry unit at the DoD lab in Weisbaden, West Germany, before and after the 
application of Dr. Woodford’s de-melanizer. The central peak In the first chromato- 
gram, crosshaired for attention, represents what Weisbaden’s USAF Brandy Split- 
less machine detected at first in the 372 lon channel of this male serviceperson’s 
urine: about 8 nanograms-per-milliliter of “THC” according to the machine, or of 
melanin, according to Dr. Woodford. 

“You know how racism is spelled nowadays?” Woodford asks rhetorically. “RIA- 
GC-SIM. The armed services use RIA radiolmmunoassays to screen people's urine, 
and then try to confirm any ‘positives with GC gas chromatography and SIM se- 
lected-lon monitoring. And none of these techniques can distinguish between me- 
lanin and THC in urine.” 

Woodford’s melanin hypothesis has so profoundly troubled the Councils of the 
Wise that two years ago Dr. Mahmoud ElSohly at Ole Miss, one of the world’s most 
acclaimed GCMS artists, attempted to shoot it down himself (though not with 
GCMS). In a letter to the editors of the Journal of Forensic Toxicology, Dr. ElSohly 
described how he ran samples of 5-hydroxy-indoleacetic acid (5-HIAA, one of the 
metabolites of melanin, which itself is a product of the dietary protein tyramine) 
through an RIA, and saw nocross-reaction. Or no cross-reaction worth mentioning 
In the very emphatic opening paragraph of his (non-peer-reviewed) letter, though 
toward the end of It ElSohly did stipulate to a little cross-reaction—enough to give 
Woodford so much ammunition that nowadays he cites the much-esteemed Mah- 
moud ElSohly in court as supporting his melanin hypothesis by default. 

“Basically, whether a person’s white or black, the melanin in their urine is always 
going to raise a signal in the 372 lon channel of a GCMS machin 
plains to HIGH TIMES. “It may not be a very /oud signal, but when the person’s sam- 
ple Is right around the 20-nanogram bottom cutoff level, like this serviceperson’s 
was, then that little bit of melanin noise can be the difference between liberty and 
the brig, or a job and no job, and a lifetime of stigma as a laboratory-proven drug 
addict.” 

Woodford accordingly took to researching the properties of known ‘‘de-melaniz- 
Ing agents”: chemicals that clinicians routinely use to break down and eradicate 
the melanin in hospital urine samples, so that the melanin doesn't interfere with 
thelr dlagnoses of possible diabetes, porphyria, and so on. Ultimately he ended up 
playing with nitro-ferrocyanide (WARNING: HORRIBLY POISONOUS), which 
cleans up old, cloudy urine quite smartly. 

And last July, when Woodford was subpoenaed off to Weisbaden to make or 
break his melanin hypothesis, he dropped some nitro-ferrocyanide into that serv- 
Iceman’s “8 ng THC” urine sample, and had It run a second time through Brandy 
Splitiess. To the amazement of Woodford as much as anyone else, his de-melanizer 
erased the entire GCMS peak over the 372 lon channel! 

Even Woodford won’t go on the record with the obvious conclusion: that if there 
had really been any THC In that serviceperson’s urine sample, the “de-melanizer” 
erased It right ng with the melanin. Woodford does now, however, have an ex- 
clusive patent on the use of nitro-ferrocyanide (WARNING: KILLS CHILDREN 
AND NON-CHEMISTS DEAD) to pre-emptively correct certain inherent impreci- 
sions in drug-urinalysis technology. —D.AL.

However, the more light the plants get, 
the tighter, larger, and more vigorous 
the budding. Plants grown under less 
light tend to have skimpy, loose buds. 
that run up the branch and do not form: 
large clumps. 

Plants in the flowering area are 
given about twice as much space as 
those in the vegetative section and are 
very well illuminated, primarily by 
HPS(s). The plants are kept in the flow- 
ering room until maturity, usually 6-8 
weeks. 

With the small space that you have, 
room 8 x 6 x 8 feet, you have several 
options. One would be to find a sepa- 
rate area for cloning (you could grow 
all you need under a 4-foot, two-tube 
fluorescent fixture), and once they are 
well rooted, to place them in the large 
room until they are 18 inches tall, the 
Induce flowering. A room of this size 
(48 square feet) should be lit by either 
‘one or two 400-watt lamps during the 
vegetative growth but definitely by 
both lights during flowering. The 
plants will grow an additional 1-1%/2 
feet while flowering. 

A second possibility would be to di- 
vide the room into two sections, one 8 
x 4 feet and the other 8 x 2 feet. The 
section would be u! for 
and vegetative growth and 
could be illuminated by a single 400- 
watt MH lamp or four 8-foot fluores- 
Cent tubes (HPS light does not seem to 
be very conducive to rooting). 

Another innovative approach to uti- 
lizing the space would be to make two 
1x 8-foot shelves, each illuminated by 
two 8-foot-iong fluorescent tubes. El- 
ther the lights or the shelves should 
be moveable so that the plant tops are 
kept 6-36 Inches below the lights. The 
plants should be allowed a minimum 
3-foot-high growing area (the space 
between the bottom of the tube and 
the top of the shelf). The remaining 
larger section, either 8 x 4 feet or 8x5 
feet (excluding walk spaces) should 
be lit by one or (preferably) two 400- 
watt lamps, and would serve only as a 
flowering room. 

Using any one of the grow systems, 
a second light could be used selec- 
tively, during only part of the light cy- 
cles throughout both vegetative 
growth and flowering. For instance, 
during flowering, a garden with two 
lights—an MH and a HPS—could be lit 
for 12 hours with the HPS; to conserve 
electricity, the MH could be on during 
only six hours of that cycle. The addi- 
tional light would be very beneficial to 
bud formation.

of the San Francisco ordinance. The 
law was initially aimed more generally 
at all off-duty conduct by employees 

id was partially motivated by a case 
in which a woman sued IBM for firing 
her because she dated someone who 
worked for an IBM competitor. That kind 
of “corporate overreaching into 
personal lives” is the focus of the 
ordinance, says San Francisco 
Supervisor Bill Maher, sponsor of the 
ordinance. “Your “employer,” the 
supervisor adds, “‘is not your mother.” 

Not everyone agrees. United States 
Attorney Joseph Russoniello has 
suggested that the ordinance gives the 
impression that drug use Is condoned in 
San Francisco. Many other law 
enforcement officials share that belief. 
But Alan Schlosser, the ACLU attorney 
in charge of drug-testing issues in 
Northern California, feels that the 
ordinance strikes a “good balance” 
between constitutional rights of 
employees and legitimate concerns of 
business. 

‘Whether such a balance actually 
exists in any given case will be the 
determining issue for courts deciding 
the legality of drug testing programs 
and the constitutionality of drug-testing 
laws. But it will be some time before 
courts agree on what constitutes a 
proper “balance” between 
Constitutional rights and legitimate 
business interests, and they probably 
will disagree considerably until the 
‘Supreme Court rules on the issue. In 


for refusing to take 
drug tests. Their availability depends 
on the law that now exists where the 
employees work, and on the type of 
employment. 

Government employees have 
protection normally not av: le to 
most private workers. Generally, 
government employees are entitled to 
“due process” before they can be fired 
or disciplined. That means they should 
be notified in advance of drug-testing 
programs and consequences of testing 
positive for drug use. Due process also 
requires that testing programs be 
administered in a uniform, 
indiscriminate way. And it allows 
government employees an opportunity 
to refute positive results. 

Even employees in the private sector 
are normally entitled to a fair 


investigation before any action can be 
taken against them. Under court- 
created concepts an employee fired for 
violating company policies—including 
using illegal drugs—might prevail ina 
“wrongful discharge” suit if he proves 
he did not violate the particular policy 
and that the employer did not 
adequately investigate the alleged 
misconduct before firing him. Other 
“common law” theories of liability, 
‘such as defamation and infliction of 
emotional distress, may be available to 
employees wrongfully accused of drug 
use. 

Employees who do have drug- 
dependency problems may have legal 
remedies available to them as well. 
Federal laws aimed at preventing 
discrimination against the physically 
disabled have been held to apply to 
persons suffering from drug or alcohol 
addiction. Under these laws an 
addicted employee usually may not be 
fired because of the addiction. Instead, 
the employer must “reasonably 
accommodate” him; if the employee is 
‘still unable to perform his job after 
being accomodated, he may be 
‘subjected to termination. Courts have 
yet to sufficiently explain what the 
employer must do to accommodate the 
employee's dependency, and the 
question of which employers will be 
pend by the federal law is not always 
clear. 

Although these legal remedies do 
provide some protection against blatant 
violations of privacy and other rights, 
the increasing use of drug tests will 
keep alive the need for new laws to 
resolve conflicts arising from drug- 
testing programs. Whether the courts 
will continue to strike that delicate 
“balance” between the constitutional 
rights of employees and legitimate 
business interests, however, remains 
to be seen. 

That would not have been much of a 
question ten years ago. But today’s 
national mood is what.has made so 
popular the race of some politicians to 
call for extremely severe measures (for 
a free society) in the “War on Drugs.” 
The same mood may someday 
persuade judges to be more intolerant 
of drugs in the workplace than 
considerate of the individual's right to 
be left alone in a society where privacy 
is rapidly becoming a scarcity. @

Dear Ed, 

I've attempted to grow pot in the past, 
but with little success. This year | am 
happy to announce I'm growing my first 
real crop with real success. I've noticed 
that when you're an amateur people have 
all kinds of advice to give you on the finer 
points of marijuana cultivation. 

‘One guy told me he always keeps one 
male (separated from the females) be- 
cause the females need their male coun- 
terpart’s energy (or some such 
nonsense). Well, | tried this and all it did 
was polinate most of my females. 

Then another chump told me to clip off 
all the shade growth to double my produc- 
tion. Well, | got lots of buds, but they were 
very small. 

We've been having very shitty weather 
throughout Sonoma County. Does this 
cloudy, rainy weather or the clipping of 
the leaves—or both—have something to 
do with my buds being so small?

There are four possible reasons why 
your plants’ buds were small. You 
mentioned the first three. Once the 
flowers are pollinated, the plant uses 
more of its energy producing seeds 
than making more flowers. The “sun 
leaves” are net producers of sugars, 
the building blocks for all plant 
growth. When the sugars are re- 
moved, the plant has less material to 
draw upon, and small buds result. To 
realize its growth potential a plant 
must receive enough light energy to 
produce sugars. Cloudy weather lim- 
its the energy the plant gets. 

The genetic structure of the plant is 
another factor. Each plant has its par- 
ticular growth pattern. Just as differ- 
ent varieties of tomatoes produce 
differently sized, flavored, and shaped 
fruit and have different total yields, 
marijuana plants vary considerably. 
Two varieties of cannabis grown un- 
der the same conditions will produce 
different yields. 


Dear Ed, 

Many outdoor growers have com- 
plained about wildlife consuming their val- 
uable crops. I'd like to offer this 
suggestion to them as it works on a large 
scale or small plot equally well.

This is for those people fighting ter- 
mites. There was a tip in the June issue 
that root damage from transplanting may 
be the cause. It may be, but termites have 
been known to take out whole crops not 
transplanted. 

We have found that old dead roots from 
other trees attracts them. So does fresh 
cow manure. 

Our solution to the problem is simple. 
Mix a moderate amount of cedar pine 
chips into the planting mix or throughout 
the planting bed. Termites can't stand ce- 
dar pine and will avoid it. has worked for 
us for over 10 years.

(HPS) lights can be harmful to your eyes. 
With this in mind, | wear polarized sun- 
glasses while working on my garden. Is 
this sufficient protection? Can the light 
that gets in over my sunglasses when | 
bend over, etc. still harm my eyes? Is the 
light that is reflected off walls also poten- 
tially harmful to my eyes?

Because of their concentration of light 
short distances, the light from HPS 
and metal halide (MH) lamps is of con- 
cern for two reasons. First, the bright- 
ness of the light may hurt your eyes in 
the same way that looking at the sun 
does. Secondly, ultraviolet light, 
which has been shown to be harmful 
to the eyes, Is emitted in moderate 
quantities relative to the amount emit- 
ted in total. For best protection, wear in- 
dustrial UV goggles. UV sunglasses 
probably provide adequate protection 
for short trips into the garden. 

Kyle, from Southern California, sug- 
gests “An effective and inexpensive 
eye protection to protect from metal 
halides’ intense UV output are those 
little tanning sunglasses they sell at 
indoor tan parlors for about $3-$4.” 

Another solution Is to illuminate the 
garden using flourescent or incandes- 
cent lamps while working in it.

Before adding any fertilizer to your 
outdoor garden check the amounts of 
nitrogen, (N) phosphrous (P), and po- 
tassium (K). You might also check for 
micronutrients. Many state or univer- 
sity agricultural extension services 
perform the tests for a nominal fee. If 
they do not, they can advise you of a 
commercial service. 

Although the tests are usually accu- 
rate, their reccommendations usually 
suggest a lot more fertilizer than is re- 
ally needed. Check several gardening 
books to get an idea of what and how 
much to add.

Dear Ed, 

Thisis the first time | have used a metal 
halide (MH) lamp. It is a MS 1000 and is 
very hot. The growing room reaches tem- 
peratures of around 120 degrees F. Too 
hot! What temperature is optimal for the 
plants? The room is 5’ x 5’ with a hook- 
up for a washer and dryer, an air condi- 
tioner closet, and dryer vent hookup. One 
of my friends recommended that | simply 
run a vent hose from my air conditioner 
closet to the room. My only problem with 
this is that it might affect my CO. system. 
I've even built a small evaporative cooler 
butit just doesn't cut it. Any suggestions? 
—The Texas Weatherman

The ideal temperature for growing dif- 
fers for varieties. Most indicas and in- 
dica-sativa hybrids do well when the 
on-cycle temperature Is maintained 
between 70 and 80 degrees F. Photo- 
synthesis and metabolism taper oft 
below 68 and above 85 degrees F. The 
off cycle temperature Is 55-65 de- 
grees F. Temperatures below 45 de- 
grees F cause temporary damage to 
the plants and hinder growth. Higher 
nighttime temperatures may promote 
loose buds and running. 

Equatorial sativas and Thals may re- 
‘spond better to different temperature 
regiments that the one used for indi- 
cas. Both groups may grow better at 
high temperatures, 75-90 degrees F. In 
their native lands high altitude varie- 
tles experience a precipitious drop of 
15-30 degreesF or more each evening. 
Low altitude varieties experience a 
much smaller drop. (Some growers 
think that the keys to successfully 
budding these varieties indoors lies in 
a change of water conditions and the 
temperature regimen as well as very 
bright conditions.) 

If you are using a remote ballast, re- 
move It from the growing area since it 
generates quite a bit of heat. 

Venting in cool air as your friend 
suggested is a good idea. Another so- 
lution might be to vent the hot air out 
of the dryer hookup. 

How about using an air conditioner 
to remove both heat and moisture? 


Dear Ed, 

‘After growing for many years experi- 
ence has brought me to this point— 

Ineed the short flowering season of the 
indica variety, but want the more ethereal 
“sweet” high of the sativa. 

The answer obviously: cross pollina- 
tion. The question: do | pollinate a female 
sativa with a male indica or vice-versa to 
get the desired characteristics?

Each of the parents contributes 50% of 
the seed’s genetic material. It does not 
matter which parent contributes the 
material. By the way, the aroma and 
the quality of the high seem to be dom- 
inated by indicas on first crosses. It 
usually takes several generations of 
backcrosses with sativas to develop 
the taste and high you desire while re- 
taining the fast maturity and compact- 
ness of the indica plant. 


Dear Ed, 

My growing area is 4’ 12’ with a 
height at one end of 4¥/e’ and 7’ at the 
other end. Will a light track work on an in- 
cline? If not, would it be best to use two 
400-watt MH, or is there a reflector for a 
1000 watt lamp that will cover effectively?

Because of the height of the lights, 
there would not be much room left at 
the shallow end of your room once 
they were installed. A horizontally 
mounted lamp would save several 
inches of space. Instead, | would sug- 
gest that you illuminate the shallow 
end of the room with 4-foot fluorescents. 
mounted on the ceiling. The plants 
can be boosted up to the lights when 
they are small. Use 2 to 3 fluorescents 
for each foot-width of space. For a 4 
foot wide room use a minimum of 8 
standard tubes or 4 VHO fluores- 
cents.This leaves 8 feet of space 
which can be illuminated using two 
400-watt HPS lamps or a single 1000- 
watt lamp. A light track would help if a 
single lamp were used.

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CASE IN POINT 


THERE’S AN INVESTIGATOR AT MY 
DOOR! WHAT ARE MY RIGHTS? 


Adapted from an article by 
The National Lawyers Guild 


he Government investigator 

(FBI, ATF, IRS, etc.) very often 

“visits” people in their homes 

and/or offices. That doesn’t 
mean that person will be subpoena¢ 
only means that somewhere that per 
son's name “came up.” They often ‘‘visit” 
people at times that the average person 
might consider inconvenient or embar- 
rassing, and the agent(s) may suggest or 
even threaten that if you don't cooperate 
or refuse to talk to them that they will is- 
sue a subpoena and/or have one issued 
to force you to talk to them. 

@ Example: John Smith is sitting in 
his living room on a Sunday with his wite, 
mother-in-law, and his three kids. There 
is a knock on the door. His wife comes 
back to the room and says, “John, there 
are two agents from the FBI here to talk to 
you.” Remember: 

A. John is not a criminal. Neither are 
the parties he is being asked questions 
about, so calm down! 

B. Johns a free U.S. citizen. John has 
constitutional rights to be free and secure 
in his home and office. This also means 
John is guaranteed the right not to be har- 
rassed by his own government. 

C. There is no way in the world for the 
agents to require John to talk with them. 
They do not have the power to subpoena 
people or have subpoenas issued. 

@ The FBI (investigators) frequently 
visit potential subpoenaees (people 
who have not yet been subpoenaed 
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and who may never be subpoenaed) to 
attempt to question them. At the time 
of such visits the Justice Department 
may or may not be planning to sub- 
poena that individual, but the agents 
may threaten or imply that if the per- 
son refuses to talk to them a subpoena 
will be issued to force the person to 
talk. The FBI has no subpoena power, 
and any use of the grand jury to com- 
pel what the FBI cannot itself compel 
is, of course, an abuse of the grand 
jury process. Nevertheless, such use 
of the grand jury Is frequently made, 
and such threats are not uncommon. 

The National Lawyer's Guild suggests 
that you 

A. advise the agents that you wish to 
decline to meet with therm. 

B. get the agent's business card. 

C. get the advice of a lawyer as soon as 
possible. | would add, be polite! 

@ The best advice to give a client 
(the person who is being asked ques- 
tions) who expects a visit from the FBI 
is an instruction to obtain the business 
card of the agent and advise the agent 
that the client declines to meet with 
the FBI in the absence of an attorney. 
Clients who follow this course of ac- 
tion are much less likely to be 
harassed by return visits and escalat- 
Ing demands for information than are 
those who follow a normal instinct to 
be polite and help in whatever way 
they are able. Among those actually 


subpoenaed to grand juries over the 
last ten years have beenmany who did 
initially cooperate with the FBI, some- 
times permitting extensive serches of 
their homes and giving lengthy inter- 
views, @ 

@ But don’t I have a duty to “co- 
operate” with the agents at my 
door? 

There is no duty whatsoever to answer 
questions propounded by investigators, 
and beginning to answer questions can 
result in escalating demands for informa- 
tion and the possibility of either a sub- 
poena or prosecution for false state- 
ments or obstruction. If a person wishes 
to cooperate, he or she can do so much 
more safely with the assistance of an at- 
torney. 

@ Witnesses should be warned that 
even inadvertent contradictory state- 
ments, as well as deliberate false- 
hoods, may result in a criminal charge 
much more serious than a civil con- 
tempt adjudication. The agents write 
reports of their conversations from 
memory, notverbatim. The witness sel- 
dom even does that. Prospective or 
potential witnesses should be advised 
to resist the temptation to engage in 
conversation with investigators in the 
hope of learning something, “out- 
smarting” them, or throwing them off 
the track. @ 

Cooperate is a bad word to describe 
what you'd be doing by voluntarily an- 
swering questions asked by the investi- 
gators prior to getting legal advice. You 
have various constitutional rights. How- 
ever, these rights must be affirmatively 
asserted or they are lost forever. If you 
are not under subpoena and an agent 
asks to talk to you (“cooperate” with 
them), you have an absolute right to say 
“No, | want to talk to my attorney” or "I 
wish to get an attorney.” You are under no 
“duty” to talk to the investigator. 

@ Does my attorney know ev- 
erything? Should Ifollow what- 
r suggestions are made to 
me? 

Attorneys can only advise you asto the 
law and how it may impact on your parti- 
cular circumstances. But remember, ask 
your attorney why a certain course of

4. The bad news is that our government 
secretly dealt arms to Iran in exchange 
for hostages while publicly urging the 
world to take a hard stand on terrorism, 
and then attempted—illegally—to siphon 
the money off to the contras. And that, as 
of this writing, all of the money from both 
transactions remains unaccounted for. 
The good news is that we can all cele- 
brate, each in his or her own style, the 
end of the Age of Reagan. 

The New Right issues will remain; we'll 
still see antidrug hysteria, antiabortion 
proclamations, and the continuing cam- 
paign against the Bill of Rights (they 
wanted to take away Oliver North's Fifth 
Amendment privileges, fer cryin’ out 
loud). But no longer will the Reaganites 
be able to exert themselves with the au- 
thority of moral force. This ought to be a 
great blow for pop culture, which has for 
the past half-decade been largely re- 
duced to covering its ass. Check out 
Family Ties, Indiana Jones Part 15, or 
Madonna's supposedly radical “Papa 
Don't Preach.” Even money says this era 
and its oppressive emotional caution are 
over, and we're at the start of anew, more 
lively one. 

Before we close the book, however, it's 
worth giving the Reagan years their due. 
Ifnothing else, this was a time of kick-ass 
reissues. The new stuff may suck, but 
you can find more good old stuff than 
ever. And little of that good old stuff is bet- 
terthan WYNONIE HARRIS. 

One of the first blues shouters, Wyno- 
nie wore painted silk ties, laid a lot of 
women, and after WWII helped usher in 
rhythm and blues out of swing. He re- 
corded for Lucky Millinder's orchestra 
and under his own name, and if he cut a 
bad tune, | haven't heard it. Casual 
searching ought to turn up OH BABE! 
(Route 66), MR. BLUES IS COMING 
TO TOWN (Route 66). GOOD 
ROCKIN’ BLUES (Gusto), ROCK 


MR. BLUES (Charlie import), and who 
knows what else. There's about 75 songs 
here, less than a couple of duplicates, 
and all are about sex or alcohol or both 
You should take good advice when it 
comes along; but if it comes from Wyno- 
nie Harris, question it. The man had his 
troubles, as he testified in “Man, Have | 
Got Troubles.” Or on “Good Morning 
Judge”: “I didn't know her pop was a city 
cop / And she was just 16 / Good morning 
judge.” But he also knew good times, and 
knew how to sing about them. Hold your 
favorite Prince song or porno mag up 
against “I Like My Baby's Pudding” or 
“My Baby's Barrel House” (many a 
man's fantasy in lyrics) and watch it wilt. 
No kidding, there's just a whole lot of 
great ribald shit here, and if you miss it 
now, you have no one but your dumbass 
solf to blame. 
2. Toward the end of RICHARD 
KERN's 20-minute Super-8 Fingered 
(on video from Deathtrip), telephone-sex 
kitten LYDIA LUNCH and her violent 
beau beat the shit out of teen hitchhiker 
Lung Leg, and it looks disturbingly au- 
thentic. According to Kern, that's cuz it 
was. Fingered is a sleazy, scary action 
pic of questionable taste and political 
content, but undeniable impact. Kern 
wants to make you uncomfortable; | think 
maybe he’s a pig, but | can't help being 
stimulated by his films. 


3. Sengalese popster YOUSSOU 
N’DOUR sang on Paul Simon's 
GRACELAND and Peter Gabriel's SO, 
two of the guarded triumphs of last year, 
and now has his own NELSON MAN- 
DELA out there on Polygram. They call 


his piercing vocal acrobatics MBALAX, 
and root them in the Islamic call to prayer, 
but | just like the way his band gets on the 
one. Chances are that unless you speak 
Wolof, that’s what moves you too. 


4. After D. Boon of the Minutemen died 
in a car accident in December 1985, his 
friend and bandmate Mike Watt was 
disconsolate. Then this big fan named Ed 
from Ohio started calling him and buggin’ 
him to play again, and despite Watt's po- 
lite discouragement, drove all the way out 
to San Pedro to jam. Ed had been playing 
guitar for a couple of months, and was 
just this lovable dork who liked bad music 
like U2, so everything was cool as a zuc- 
chini. He joined Watt and Minutemen 
drummer George Hurley, and they 
formed FIREHOSE, a band with a lot of 
capital letters, a fragmented sound quite 
like the Minutemen’s, and an album 
called RAGIN’ FULL ON (SS7). It's al- 
right and then some, and if your friends 
like good music it makes a good present. 


5. BAD BRAINS, | AGAINST I (SS7). 
They were great, they sucked, and 
now they've turned every new metal 
gesture inside out and looked at it with 
an outsider’s eye, as only a black, 
rasta-worshiping, punk reggae band 
can do. Or maybe a Hassidic lesbian 
‘surf combo could do it, but it wouldn't 
be the same.

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SOMETHING WILD 

Without really trying; SOMETHING 
WILD is the first really free movie of the 
"80s. Arebellious, almost anarchic sexual 
‘comedy that shakes the audience by the 
ankles to wake them up, it reminds us 
what most movies have been missing for 
years. And nobody saw it. By the time 
word-of-mouth got around, it had disap- 
peared—which makes it prime for a video 
telease success. Melanie Griffith plays a 
dream date—an adventurous tart who 
flushes the yuppie out of a New York busi- 
nessman in a matter of minutes. Her only 
reason for being is to prove to a dull new 
generation that there's something to live 
for if you're willing to take a chance. 
Money, responsibility, and job security 
have rarely been made to look so imma- 
terial next to the whims of this girl who 
robs liquor stores, consorts with psycho 
ex-cons, carries a gun (unregistered, 
most likely), rapes her new guy after 
handcutfing him to a bed in a New Jersey 
motel room, and calls herself Lulu (that’s, 
not her name—lying turns her on). Some 
girl. More than a few complained that its 
plot was an unsettling mixture of ideas— 
what starts as a screwball comedy cli- 
maxes like a horror film—but that's 
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Melanie Griffith 
precisely where the charm and invention 
of SOMETHING WILD lies. It refuses 
to hold on to a conventional narrative be- 
cause the emotions change as rapidly as. 
they do in life. After all, who knows when 
you wake up in the morning whether 
you're going to find money, get screwed, 
or get murdered. That's what it plays 
with—the unpredictability of living out a 
full day. Director Jonathan Demme has 
made some good movies (CAGED 
HEAT, CITIZEN’S BAND) and some 
bad ones (LAST EMBRACE, SWING 
SHIFT) but he's never been a slouch at 
giving audiences what they least expect. 

That even goes for his bad movies— 
they're never wrong-headed for the rea- 
sons you might expect. But like 
everything Demme's ever done, you 
need to persuade someone to see it. (Has 
anyone ever seen CAGED HEAT 
without someone else telling them they 
should?)

conduct may be recommended. Ask what 
the impact of that conduct would be and 
be sure to ask what your rights and alter- 
natives are. 

Do not be intimidated by your attorney. 
Keep in mind, he or she is working for 

you—it's not the other way around. 

@ If there is an agent at my door 
with a subpoena for me, what are 
my rights? 

‘Accept the subpoena. It may be served 
by a US marshall anywhere within the 
continental US or any of its territories. It 
will quire you to appear ai a certain place 
and time and will require you to provide 
testimony and/or photos, fingerprints, 
handwriting, or even certain papers/doc- 
uments. 

@ What if I “know” orh: 
that a subpoena has b 
forme? 

If the US Attorney believes that a wit- 
ness (a subpoenaed person) is trying to 
avoid being servedwith a subpoena, that 
witness can be named as a “material wit- 
ness” and thus may be arrested and be 
required to post a bond (or held) if the 
government believes that person would 
fail to comply with the requirements of the 
subpoena. 

This is not to say that you need change 
your lifestyle in any manner to make your- 
self constantly available for the govern- 
ment to serve you. However, never 
intentionally avoid service! Seek the ad- 
vice of an attorney immediatel 

@ Should I keep not 
any and all contact I'v 
investigators? 

Definitely! Including, but not limited to: 

A. The date and place of each contact 
with investigators; the names of the in- 
vestigators present; the substance of any 
conversation, e.g., was there any men- 
tion of the grand jury? Were there threats 
of any kind? Were there any offers or 
promises made in return for cooperation? 
If any contact was made by telephone, be 
sure to list each telephone number at 
which the contact was called. 

B. If the witness was asked about other 
people, does he or she remember the 
names? Were photos displayed? The wit- 
ness should describe the photos as fully 
as possible in terms of identification (if 
any), number, and format (i.e., single 
photographs, mug shots, surveillance 
photographs, “wanted” posters). 

C. Did the investigators state the sub- 
ject matter of the investigation and/or the 
reason you were contacted? What infor- 
mation did they have about anyone in- 
cluding you, and where were they most 
likely to have obtained that information?

items to children—whether it be tobace: 
legal drug taking, or gambling. | also think it is 
wrong to inflame people's lust to sell mer- 
chandise. 

But most paraphernalia legislation goes far 
beyond these measures, actually restraining 
First Amendment rights of free speech and 
expression, and encouraging a climate of hy- 
pocrisy. My approval stops when regulation 
becomes cultural harassment. 

‘Our opponents have actually handed us a 
great opportunity. We have reached a point 
in our social history when it is finally possible 
to attain parity between marijuana and the le- 
gal drugs, alcohol and tobacco. Consider this: 

Society now says, in effect, if you are going 
to sell paraphernalia for marijuana use you 
have to sell it on the same footing as that 
which is sold for tobacco use. There are social 
rules for the marketing of tobacco, alcohol, 
and their attendant paraphernalia; they must 
be followed with marijuana as well. 

Society disapproves of the adver 


ising of 
drugs or drug-related activity which encour- 
ages kids to copy adult drug taking. The con- 


structive parts of anti-paraphernalia laws are 
those which make merchants follow the same 
rules and customs for marketing marijuana 


paraphernalia that the alcohol and tobacco 
merchants must follow: not in front of the 
children. 

Society has determined not to depict drug 
use in public. People rarely are portrayed 
smoking tobacco on television. People are 
not seen actually drinking beer in commer- 
cials. The rule is that drug use itself can’t be 
used as a marketing tool. So beer commer- 
cials focus on taste, image, calories—but not 
how their product provides a better high 
than another brand. 

Society has also raised the drinking age to 
21 to cut down the flow of alcoho! to teenag- 
ers, and is considering further restriction on 
tobacco advertising. Once again, the guiding 
philosophy is “not in front of the children.” 

There is a pattern here that we best re- 
spect. Though hampered by extremism, this 
concern about how adult-oriented markets 
influence children opens an opportunity for 
Us to prove that we have learned a little more 
responsibility about conducting our affairs. 

Excessive regulation and harassment is 
counterproductive because it merely makes 
the paraphernalia a forbidden fruit, making it 
“cool” for a teenager to get his or her hands 
‘on the banned items. It also means that para~ 
phernalia is much more profitable for the 
merchant; for some of the industry barons of 
the '70s, this last decade of regulations has 
been very enriching. 


Furthermore, to seriously influence drug 
abuse, you have to reach the drug user. At- 
taching health information to illicit drug para- 
phernalia would be an effective way, but this 
violates the rule that we all have to pretend 
that it's not drug paraphern: 

NORML came up against this obstacle in 
an early challenge toa state-wide parapherna- 
lia law in Virginia. NORML was told by a 
court that our First Amendment rights to dis- 
tribute literature, and presumably drug edu- 
cation literature, were valid but superseded 
by the seriousness of the drug problem. Con- 
sequently, we have the surreal situation 
where, because society wants to fight drug 
abuse by banning paraphernalia, we can't dis- 
tribute antidrug abuse information in para- 
phernalia shops! 

‘We should advocate that our communities 
accept the notion of parity between mari- 
juana, alcohol, and tobacco as potentially 
harmful substances that responsible adults, 
like it or not, indulge in. Clear statements 
need to be made that there are some things 
that adults do that children and teenages 
should not do. 

| think it is time for marijuana consumers, 
the merchants of tobacco accessories, 
Parents’ groups, and antidrug crusaders to 
put aside our differences and work together 
on the issue on which we all seem to agree— 
keeping drugs out of the hands of kids. @
